“But neither directly nor indirectly has Dr. 
King made any contribution to world (or 
even domestic) peace. Methinks the Lenin 
prize would have been more appropriate for 
him, since it is no mean feat for one so young 
to acquire 60 communist front citations .

CPUSA member Hunter Pitts Odell and for- 
mer Young Communist League alumni and 
professional pacifist; Bayard Rustin, general- 
issimo of the March on Washington.

Instead of improving race re- 
lations, they were worsened by these pixilated 
endeavors.”
